2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
5/15/2009 Response filed a Terminal Disclaimer, disclaiming the terminal part of the 
statutory term of any patent granted on the instant application which would extend 
beyond the expiration date of USPN 6,190,380. This 5/15/2009 Terminal Disclaimer 
overcomes the previous grounds of Rejection. The patentable subject matter includes 
the calculation of ultrasound image data on the basis of previously acquired and stored 
signals that represent acoustic pressure intensity profiles in an isochronal surface. 
These features are not taught nor are they suggested by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
